The first paper, entitled "Anatom!- 
cal Plndles on the Circulation of the 
Blood," by Dr. Louis Grogs, of the Dtv 
pariment of Pathology here, recelwd 
much and woll-dcacrved applause. 
Dr. Gross first briefly explained the 
technique employed In his studios, 
which was an original method, es- 
sentially the Injection of heavy salt. 
Into the vessels of the organ to be 
studintl. AfterwnrdF they are photo- 
graphed whole and In section. The 
speaker then took op various organs 
In turn, showing, clearly and In great 
dotal! by means of a set of excellent 
slt'lnt, their minute nnatomy. 

Following the paper, Professor H. 
Oertd, of McGlll. and Dr. E. L. Keyen 
Jr., or New York, dealt with the sub- 
ject, from a clinical nolnt of view, 
show ing the value of this method of 
study in the diagnosis of the various 
dlfeiscK uffeeting these organs. 

Thp "(Mrcutatlon of the Uterus' 
was then dealt 'vlth hy Dr. Fraser, o' 
thl* city, being 1 followed hv a discus- 
sion on this to)«lc. In which Dr. John 
Clara', of Philadelphia, and Dr.

everyday pmblnmn which the clini- 
cian has to face. 

Dr. F. A. 01 Scrlmger then gave r 
brief resume of a number of ax- 
tromoly Interesting eases treated li- 
the Royal Vieboria Hospital, jn which 
massive' collapse of the lung followed 
operations for hernia and haemorr- 
hoids. In the majority of these 
casp.v tho chief symptoms of which 
dyspnoea, with raising or IV dia- 
phragm on the affected- side together 
with displacement of the heart to 
that side, the lung suddenly returned 
to normal .and -the symptoms, disap- 
peared.

J/ T. M. Finney, M.D., of Baltimore, 
began with a paper on "Acute In- 
testinal Obstruction," In wblch he 
dealt with the clinical aspects of the 
question, emphasizing the fact that 
although one of the great neceaalties 
was to make an early diagnosis, a cer- 
tain percentage of the cases responded 
to purely palliative and medicinal 
treatment, no surgical Interference 
being necessary. 

Harvey B. Stone. M.D., of Balti- 
more, followed with A discussion of 
"The Toxic Agents Developed In the 
Course of Acute Intestinal Obstruc- 
tion and Their Action." One grent 
theory was that the toxaemia was 
due (6 products manufactured by the 
cells of the.iptfs«inal .muepsa. which 
were absorbed from 1 the imicosal cell.-. 
Into the blood stream. Others ex- 
plain the symptom complex of the 
condition as due to disorganization of 
the splanchnic nerve supply. The 
speaker, however, believed that the 
toxic agents were produced by thfl 
action of bacteria on the suctus 
enterlcus. thus forming toxic degrada- 
tion^ products, of tbp,spUt up protein 
molecule. 

Leo rand Gucrry. M.U., of Columbia, 
then spoke on ^ "The Pre-operatlve 
Treatment of Intestinal Obstruction." 
He. pointed out Mi e fact that the 
longer the period elapsing between 
t»- nn«ei of the, symptoms and the 
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Intermediates Stand Up Well 
To Seniors.
